The war, of course, is the all-absorbing 
topic. Everybody is talking about it and 
those ef us who write are writing about it, 
while deaf and dumb people make signs 
about it. These are stirring and patriotic 
times, with bands playing, flags fying, 
and troops marching. Some are fighters 
and some are slackers, and then again 
some are not much of anything. 

Our government has asked every one of 
us to do our bit and help one way or anoth- 
er, and some of us are responding, while 
many are not. A slacker is not only an 
individual who is able to go to war and 
seeks to get out of it, but he is also one of 
those who refuses to ‘‘do his bit.’’ 

Also, there is a greater war going on 
than the one we are all talking and writing 
about; a war that has always been going on, 
and will always continue to go on—the 
great war of humanity against every man- 
ner of evil that is the enemy of humanity. 

How about that war? Have you enlisted 
or are you a slacker? 

The greatest enemy which humanity has 
is BOOZE. Booze has killed more men, 
women and children than a the wars that 
have ever been fought, put together.

Isit that youdo not fully real- 
ize how great the curse is apon mankind 
which Humanity is fighting, or can it be 
that vou do not care? In the name of the 
Good God above us, and the Suffering Sav- 
ior who gave up His life on the cross-—in 
the name of: the countless mothers and 
wives, and little children who have suffered 
all the tortures of the damned—in the name 
of all that is good and grand and glorious, 
and worth living for—WITY DO YOU NOT 
DO: YOUR: BIE?’ 

Do you not know that Booze las mur- 
dered more men, women and children, a 
million times over, than Prussian millitar- 
ism ever did or ever can? Then why arc 
you so mad at Germany?) Why are you 
not still more mad at Booze? Why do vou 
fight Germany, one way or another, and 
yet not join the righteous ranks of the 
army of Humanity? Both are bad, but 
Booze is the worse. 

The crimes Booze commits in the United 
States costs us according to statistics six 
billion a year in taxes. Why don’t you 
vote against that, and work against it? 

I have brought to bear in all the various 
publications I have ever owned or been 
connected with, all the power of my pen 
and feelings; I have used every argument; 
pointed out the shame and degredation, 
and pleaded with my fellow man from the 
depths of my heart, in trying to do my bit 
against the arch enemy of Humanity, but 
still that enemy goes on conquoring mil- 
lions, murdering, plundering, debauching, 
and leaving behind a trail of crime blacker 
than all the smoke of hell. It almost pass- 
es human understanding. 

Last evening’s papers local to this San 
Francisco bay regiou contain many more 
accounts of crime of this enemy, as do 
every day’s dispatches from all over the 
country. Yesterday 4 young man in Oak- 
land shot three women, killing one and 
fatally wounding two. There was no 
reason in the world for it—except that he 
was crazy drunk. He will spend the rest 
of his days behind prison walls, while the 


booze dealers who are responsible for the 
erime go free, to commit more crimes, take 
more lives, sacrifice more humans, debauch 
youth, tear down virtue and build up vice. 
That young man is guilty of nothing worse 
than weakness of mind and character—the 
saloon keepers are the real guilty ones, 
every one of them and they, instead of he, 
belong behind the prison bars. 

Yesterday in San Francisco an organi- 
zation representing 10,000 women sent a 
telegram to President Wilson and Seere- 
tary of War Baker, asking that the saloons 
of that city be closed because they were 
keeping the soldiers drunk, and citing six 
recent cases of death among the soldiers 
there because of alcoholic poisoning. 

Why do we permit the low-down whelps 
to continue doing such things? What is 
the matter with us as a people that we do 
not rise up in our might and shoot these 
miserable hellions full of lead?) They de- 
bauch our country’s soldiers, debauch our 
bovs and our girls, our homes and all that 
we should hold sacred, yet we stand for it! 
Why should we shoot Grmans and not shoot 
liquor dealers? Why do we kill rattle- 
snakes and mad dogs and yet allow Booze 
and his cohorts to revel in riches and flaunt 
our shame in our faces? 

Why rant and roar and get red in the 
face over this other little war—very little 
in comparison—while the great war of 
Booze against Humanity robs the widow, 
pillages the orphan, fills insane, asylums, 
jails and cemeteries, wrecks manhood 
rapes Womanhood, saps vitality, and 
smears its slime and its crime across the 
homes and into the very vitals of the na- 
tion? 

Enlist now, in the Army of Humanity! 
In the name not only of Almighty God, but 
of your mother, vour wife and your child, 
quit being a slacker!
